EXAM REPORTS 
‘SHOWN 10 BE 
LOWER IN PROV. 


Dear Sir:—My attention has been 
drawn to the report of the ecxamina- 
tion results of “Wainwright high” ap- 
pearing in last week’s “Star.” 

» While I am not attempting to up- 
hold the mass efforts of the higa 
school. students I will say that, with 
one or two exceptions, the results ‘are 
just what were expected. Early in the 
spring I appealed to the parents to 


see that their. children put in at least}: 


two hours per night on their home 
studies, bufé in many cases the lust for 
pleasure seeking went on unabated. 

Contrary to the statement “Let no 
one be foolish enough to extend sym- 
pathy to those sstudens who failed”, I 
am.of the opinion ‘that the students of! 
the high school and “gyade VIII. de-| 
serve a good measure of sympathy 
because of the handicap under which 
their work was carried on this’ year. 
The four months’ illnes of Miss Keith 
at the beginning of the year and the 
three months’. illness of the writer at

During the hot months. you should 
see that the radiator is’ continually 
, flushed out and filled wih clean water 
‘In connection ‘with. this efficient fan 
jbelt adjusment should be made, for 
the ‘fan is needed more than ever in 
summer. The position of the spark lev 
er should be watched to see that it is 
kept in an advanced position, for thus 
it insures better cooling of the engine 


made, it may }« necessaty t6 go down 

into low gear because off the stow 
speed, whereas second would have bu’ 
ficed. with a little more. momentim 
Not only: this, however, for with the 
engine laboring there. is a great strain 
on all the parts, the bearings: are Ug |
